GENEVA, July 12.—Various 
methods of “‘skinning the cat’’’ were 
still under discussion at the tri-power 
conference for limitation of naval 
armament today, the cat in this case 
being the British and American 
cruiser programs, but again no agree- 
ment was reached that would pre- 
serve either’ the cat’s beauty or 
utility. 

It is apparent, .however, that 
the conference deadlock has been 
somewhat loosened, several optimists 
on both the British: and' American 
delegations going so far as to say 
that an agreement between these two 
powers is now in rapid process ‘of 
realization. 

But on the other hand, the Japa- 
nese are still adamant for %50,00° 
tons as the absolute cruiser tonnage 
maximum for both Great Britain and 
the United States. 

‘We really mean it,” say the Japa- 
nese delegates, and they seem 
amazed that both the British and

Will Not Weaken, Gibson Says. 


It is admitted that since the week- 
end developments that resulted in 
calling off the plenary public ses- 
gion set for yesterday such items as 
total tonnage and unit figures have 
taken second place to the interna- 
tional political aspects of the situa- 
tion. 

‘‘What if we fail to get a Treaty of 
Geneva?” is a question that is now 
being asked by all the delegations 
more oftem even than ‘Will Great 
Britain now~ come down below 400,- 
000 tons and thus meet the Japanese 
position ?’’ 

On this the Americans are still ap- 
parently holding a pat poker hand, 
while the British, having discarded 
heavily, are now hoping to get some- 
thing favorable in the draw. 

Ambassador Hugh 8S. Gibson, head 
of the American delegation, having 
received new communications from 
President Coolidge, declares that 
there will be no weakening on the 

art of the United States represen- 

tives, that they will accept nothing 
that is not actual limitation and also 
that on the basis of the present Brft- 
ish global figures the Americans 
will continue to insist on a certain 
number of large cruisers, and will

Three persons were overcome by 

the‘heat last night. The temperature 
at 7 P. M. :eached a high of 86 de- 
grees, only two degrees below the 
record for this year, established on 
April.20. 
’ The day started off with low tem- 
peratures but high humidity that 
made the atmosphere muggy and un- 
comfortable. As the mercury mount- 
ed the humidity went down, but the 
rising temperature more than offset 
the decrease in humidity. A slight 
breeze that’ came up toward sunset 
gave little relief. 

The local Weather Bureau char- 
acterized the weather as ‘‘normally 
hot.” It pointed out that the aver- 
age of 74 degrees for the day was 


only 6 degrees above the average for 
the same day last year, and t-a 
low of 63 degrees at 1 A. M. had 
been recorded. Nevertheless, persons 
ab when the higher tempera- 
tures were registered in the early 
evening disagree heartily with the 
expert’s view. As darkness came, 
however, the :aercury began to go 


down and the enatbar ta some-

LAKE GEORGE, Wednesday, July

was far in the lead of all rivals in 
the Lake George Marathon Swim at 
3:30 o’clock this morning with less 
than two miles to go to complete 
the twenty-eight-mile swim. 

At that hour four other competitors 
were left in the swim and the two 
closest followers of 
women. Lucy Diamond of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., was in second place, more 
than ten miles behind Keating, and 
Mrs. Lottie Moore Schoemmell of 
New York was in third place, three 
miles behind Miss Diamond. Behind 
the two womén were William Erick- 
son of the Bronx and Paul Chotteau 
of France. . , — 

Ernst Vierkotter, German con- 
queror of the English channel, who 
led the marathon almost throughout 
the day, was taken from the water 
at 11: 15 o’clock last night. He was 
lifted out when he became sick. Five 
minutes before Vierkotter left the 
race, Ethel Hertle of the Bronx, re- 
garded as one of the favorites among 
the women swimmers, also gave up 
the contest. 

Keating, far ahead: of his nearest 
competitor, was expected to finish at 
the Fort William Henry Hotel at 
about 5 A. M. He was swimming 
strongly. 

Keating was a mile ahead of Vier- 
kotter at 11:30 P. M. and was swim- 
ming strongly beyond Crown Island, 
near Bolton.

The spearhead of the dispute in 
New York is Local 82, ‘comprising 
about 1,000 cement masons who have 
green cards ‘of membership in the 
bricklayers’ union. The Operative 
Plasterers and Cement Finishers’ 
Union for a long time has objected 
to cement finishers being welcomed 
into the ranks of the Bricklayers, 
Masons and Plasterers’ Union, and

60 of plasterers in this city. From 
time to time employers have been

CAIRO; July 12,— Reports from 
Palestine indicate that 1,000 lives 
were lost in yesterday’s earthquake, 
including 300 at Maan, eighty at 
Ludd, thirty-six at Amman, and 
seventy-two at Ramileh, while the 
town of Nablus was half destroyed 
and many were killed. 

An officer of the British Royal Air 
Force, who has just arrived here by 
plane from Transjordania, says that 
the devastation is general and tells 
of seeing from the air the hills’-at 
Ramileh open out-into fissrvres. 

At Amman, he says, great damage 
was done. He saw the upper half of 
the minaret of the new mosque there 
crash down to the ground as if cut 
with a penknife. The new Royal Air 
Force magazine there was. razed. 
Many houses collapsed in various 
parts of the country, burying the oc- 
cupants. He estimates the tota)] death 
roll at about 1,000. 

The hospitals are full and the au- 
thorities have telegraphed to Cairo 
for medical supplies, which have been 
sent by airplanes, 4neluding a large 
quantity of chloride of lime, presuma- 
bly for burying the dead. 

The earthquake is said to be the 
severest experienced in Palestiné in a 
hundred years. 


Egypt Fears for Antiquities. 
The earthqua..e produced consider- 
able alarm in Egypt, but there was 
not much damage here and no loss 
of life. The antiquities authorities 


are becoming perturbed at the in-

Pukow [across the Yangtse River] 
and move northward without rest, he 
moving into Nanking In safety with 
his armies, The Si Army refused 
and opposed him.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Japan 
has assumed a réje of major impor- 
tance at the tripartite Naval Confer- 
ence et Geneva, in the view of offi- 
clals hére, as a result of the position 
her delegates have taken on the ques- 
tion of cruiser tonnage.

Reconciliation Move Considered. 


The position of Ja has been 
made known y and for 
the moment, in the view of officials 
here, has submerged as a pressing 

uestion the differences between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

As a result, serious consideration 
is being given to the ey of 
whether an attempt should not now 
be made to reconcile the British and 
Japanese attitudes. 

If they are able to reach a common 
level, it is believed that the United 
States, which stands. midway be- 
tween the two, men effect adjust- 
ments for a limitation agreement 
among the three powers. 

It now has made known that 
Japan’s position is ‘‘practically 
rigid’’ for a maximum limitation of 
450,000 tons for cruisers and 
stroyers combined for the United 
States and Great Britain. 

The 450,000-ton figure about repre- 
sents the.minimum suggested in the 
original American proposal for both 
classes of ships, which was for from 
200,000 to 250,000 tons in destroyers 
and from 250,000 to 300,000 tons in 
cruisers for Great Britain and the 
United States, 7 

That the United States, however, 
does not care to accept recent Brit- 
ish suggestions on cruisers was made 
clear by Secretary Kellogg today. 

Without making reference to Sir 
Austen Chamberlain by name, Mr. 
Kellogg declared today that he could 
see no object in limiting the number 
of 10,000-ton cruisers and placing no 
limitation on cruisers as a class. Be- 
sides, he added, the United States did 
not have naval bases all around the 
world, : 

There was only one way to effect 
économy in expenditures on cruisers, 
the Secre sisted, and that was 
to limit the total tonnage. 


Gets Nowhere, Kellogg Says. 


He chaienged the contention that 
there would be economy in lengthen- 
ing the life of battleships or reducing 
their size until after 1931. Claims of 
economy at any time by such 
measures, hé added, were greatly ex- 
aggerated.

rule now is peace, and combat is the exception. Friendship is the rule, 
hatred the exception. Friendship has spread from nation to nation. 

The primeval unit being entirely self-sustaining could be entirely 
wiped out without affecting a near-by unit. In fact, it meant something 
beneficial, because it resulted in fewer people to feed on the hunting 
grounds. There were no specialists within the unit. The tribes in pre- 
historic France did not even know of the existence of the tribes in America. 

Today not only are nations made up of specialists, farmers, lawyers 
and doctors, who depend on each other, but nations have become specialists 
among nations, depending somewhat one upon another. 

Points to Interdependence of Nations. 

There were few homes in America not affected somehow by the last 
war and hardly a home in France or England which did not suffer. Even 
the non-combatant nations were affected one way or another. When Han- 


nibal waged war against Rome Egypt did not suffer, but during our Civil 
War there were bread riots in England. 








More and more delicate and interwoven and interdependent has be-| is 


come the mechanism of civilization, and it will become more and more 
so in the future. The time will come when a great war would entirely 
jar to pieces this mechanism. 

There was poor transportation in primeval days, no friendship, no 
in pendence; no communication between primeval man. Today trans- 
portation is getting quicker, intercourse is getting easier day by day and 
friendship is getting closer and closer. 

A scientific analysis of the effect on progress of war and peace will 
show that man can eventually make a substitution for war; that the time 
is ripe for the nations of the world to make combinations for peace rather 
than combinations for war. 

Small things, pin pricks, do not count when compared with the deeper 
currents of good-will. I am not a sentimentalist about this thing. Good- 
will happens simply to be more efficient for the progress of the race than 
enmity.

Banker Condemns Farm _ Credit 
Associations as Worthless and 
Unable to Help Tenants.

TALLULAH, La., July i12.—The 
1927 deluge has passed into history 
in the Parishes of Ouachita, Rich- 
land, the Carrols, East and West, 
and Caldwell, but it is a different 
story in the Parish of Madison, 
where Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
used to hunt bear, deer and wild tur- 
keys, and where the Government 
fought and won the battle to control 
the billion-dollar pest, the boall-wee- 
vil. 

At this hour fully 80 per cent. of 
Madison is still in the grip of flood 
waters. Sluggishly they heave within 
a stone’s throw of the centre of Tal- 
lulah. A thousand homes in the 
farm lands are under water, while 95 
per cent. of their owners are facing 
destitution in the hard months that 
are ahead. 

The flood torrents of the Missis- 
sippi are still surging through the 
giant crevasse at Cabin Teele, north 


seven to eight feet to drop before 
the rush of waters will be halted. 
That may be weeks from now. 

One does not have to seek the 
desolation in Madison. It is every- 
where—north, south, east and west. 
One sees it from the main street of 
Tallulah, from the windows of trains 
and from such parts of the Dixie 
Highway as are now above the flood 
level. 

Counts 234 Submerged Homes. 


In one stretch of seventeen miles of 
flood water between Delta Point, op- 
posite Vicksburgh, and Tallulah, the 
writer today counted 234 fa-m homes 
under water, in most instances to 
the roofs. A few on the edges were 
submerged only to the floor, and to a 
few of these the owners, with no- 
where else to had _ returned. 
They were sea on the tiny 
porches, water on all sides of them, 
viewing the desolation that stretched 
in all directions as far as the eye 
can see. On a dry spot in the Dixie 
Highway an old negro was angling 
for catfish. 

Madison is, under normal condi- 
tions, a 25,000-bale parish, but this 
year ‘the outlook is for a cotton crop 
that will not exceed 1,000 bales. This 
is the forecast of bankers, merchants 
and farmers, and also of the Federal 
authorities, for at Tallulah are the 
delta laboratories where the experts 
of the Department of Agriculture are 
waging war on the pests that prey 
on cotton and other crops. 


Plight of Tenant Farmers. 


The Red Cross allotments of sup- 
plies for destitute men, women and 
children and for forage for animals 
are made from the delta laboratory. 
Today the writer saw farmer after

Tallulah Is Half Emerged.

Then, with the sudden- 
ness of a rifle shot, the Tallulah zone 
strikes the eye. 

This little city, the largest between 
Monroe and Vicksburg, is not more 
than one-half clear of the flood. On 
al] sides is the deluge. One cannot 
leave Tallulah by automobile or 
horse-drawn vehicle. He must take 
a train, hire a boat or swim. 

In the great lake that is Madison 
Parish the water is not standing still. 
It is dlways one current after an- 
other. Débris is all about, and there 
are little stretches in which a score 
or more farm homes and houses-can 
be seen at a glance, every house rot- 
ting to the eaves, all of them clogged 
inside with from two to ten feet of 
slime ‘and mud. To these water- 
soaked and ill-smelling habitations 
the unhappy owners will some time 
in the near future be a 

In the middle of the flood lake is 
the town of Mounds. A little of it is 
now out of water, but none of it is as 
yet —* land. <A big lumber mill is a 
pile wreckage. 


100,000-Acre Zone Sterile. 


Cottages in the outskirts are begin- 
ning to show their foundations. Only 
a few people are in the town. Most 
of them‘are in refugee camps, pack- 
ing up to return to what is left of 
home and farm or home and busi- 
ness, 

This zone of more than 100,000 
acres will not produce any crop this 
year. The recession will not be com- 
plete for probably a month or longer,

But Transit Observers Hold His 
Chances to Regain Power on 
5-Cent Fare Are Hopeless. 





HEARINGS TO RESUME TODAY 


Present Recapture Program Would 
Bring Big Tax Rise, Director of 
Real Estate Board Says. 


With former Mayor John F. Hylan 
out of the way as a witness, the 
Transit Commission and Samuel 
Untermyer, its special counsel, will 
continue today with the hearings 
preparatory to the formulation of a 
readjustment plan and are expected 
to begin to take testimony concern- 
ing the value of. the properties of 
the transit companies. 

The members of the commission, 


it was learned, consider the exam- 
ination of Mr. Hylan as merely an 
interlude, of no real importance, but 
of interest because it indicated, in 
their belief, an intention on the part 
of the former Mayor to try to regain 
supremacy in politics by the transit 
route. Im the opinion of the com- 
missioners, Mr. Hylan’s . testimony 
indicated that his organization, the 
People’s Civic League, through 
which it is assumea he will try to 
exert popular pressure, has no exis- 
tence except on paper, and * do 
not believe that he will be able at 
this time to obtain any large popular 
following or be able to do much to 
block the plan which the commission 
intends to propose. 


Hylan Ambitions Called Hopeless. 


Mr. Hylan, according to his testi- 
mony, intends to base any attempt 
at a political comeback on the main- 


tenance of the 5-cent fare. In fact 
his testimony, according to the in- 
terpretation put-upon it by the Com- 
missioners, indicated that he had no 
other issue. As there is every reason 
to believe that the commission and 
Mr. Untermyer will seek to preserve 
the 5-cent fare in any plan that rhey 
may propose, and must do so to get 
the necessary approval of the Board 
of Estimate, the outlook for the 
return of Mr. Hylan to political 
power on the 5-cent fare issue was 
described by those opposed to him 
as seemingly hopeless. 

Mr. Hylan seemed entirely satis- 
fied with his clash with Mr. Unter- 
myer at the hearing on Monday. He 
declined to reply to Mr. Untermyer's 
statement, saying that he did not ex- 
pect even to read it. Asked if ke 
expected to testify again, Mr. Hylan 
said he would if sub aed. There 
was no indication that Mr. Unter- 
myer or the commission intended to 
call him again. The feeling at the 
offices of the commission seemed to 
be that one day of Mr. Hylan on the 
witness stand was plenty. 


Fears Big Rise in Tax. 


The assertion that the program of 


recapture of the recapturable rapid 
transit lines and their operation by 





the city in combination with the new 
subways would cost the city between 
$70,000,000 and $80,000,000 a year in 
interest charges on a 5 ent fare and 
raise the tax rate 60 points was made 
by Edward P. Doyle, director cf the 
Real Estate Board of New York. 
Mr. Doyle said that this was the 
program apparently favored by Mr. 
Untermyer, and added that it would 
add a cost of $60 a year to ‘he owner 
or tenant of a $10, house or apart- 


ment. 

‘The city’s present investment in 
the existing systems is $269,000,000,”’ 
Mr. Doyle said. “If the B. M. T 
lines are recaptured under the terms 
of the contract, there would be an 
investment of $321,000,000. To this 
should be added the cost of the Nas- 
sau Street loop—at least $20,000,000. 
There must also be considered the 
suit for damages now pene 
which good lawyers think the B. M. 
T. may win. 

‘‘Commissioner Delaney estimates 
the cost of the new city system at 
$800,000,000, but the Controller, Mr. 
Berry, thinks it will reach a thou- 
sand million. 

‘‘A reasonable estimate of the total 
bond issues upon which interest and 
amortization must be earned is be- 
tween $1,200,000,000 and $1,400,000,- 
000. Interest and amortization in the 
first amount would be $66,000,000 and 
on the second amount $77,000,000. 
As the roads do not earn interest 
and amortization on the city’s in- 
vestment now with no competition 
and with indecent and intolerable 
crowding both in the rush hours and 
in part of the non-rush hours, how 
can the combined system earn in- 
terest and amortization with lines 
paralleling each other and with the 
service the public will then demand? 


Discusses Unionization of Lines. 


‘It should be remembered also 
that Mr. Untermyer, apparently 


speaking for the city, favored the 
unionization of the rapid transit 
lines, which would mean the acce 
tance of union demands. This would 
largely increase the cost of opera- 
tion. The prevailing rate of wages 
in all branches of the roads’ work 
would have to be paid. 

“Tf one is to judge by the past ex- 
perience of the city, there would 
probably be an amount between $70,- 


000,000 and $80,000,000 a year to be 


taken care of in the tax levy. As the 
debt service is not considered in 
determining the constitutional tax 
limit of 2 per cent., that deficit could 
be levied. As the tax levy for city 
and county purposes is up to the 
limit now, it might be difficult to 
levy the operating deficit. 

‘*The interest and amortization are 
based on the ability of the city to 
borrow at 4 per cent. The city may 
not be able to borrow vast sums of 
money for enterprises not self-sus- 
taining at 4 per cent. It should also 
be remembered that the new lines 
tap suburban property, outlying dis- 
tricts, where all passengers are un- 
profitable passengers at 5 cents be- 
— * of the long distance they will 
ride. 

“It is therefore certain that the 
complete adoption of the proposed 
plan, if the 5-cent fare is continued, 
will mean at least a 60-point rise in 
the tax levy.”’

Connolly to Call Conference on Rail 
Proposal by Rockaways. 


Borough President Maurice E. 
Connolly of Queens announced yes- 
terday that he would call a confer- 
ence of city and railroad officials 
and representatives of the Transit 
Commission to discuss plans for the 
purchase by the city of the Rock- 
away and Far Rockaway divisions 
of the Lo Island Railroad and 
their connection with the city’s rapid 
transit system. 

Mr. Connolly made this announce- 
ment to a delegation of the Rock- 
away Chamber of Commerce, headed 
by RichardsM. Gibson, its President. 
Purchase of the lines by the city 
was suggested originally by the 
Chamber, which had been informed 
by officers of the railroad that it 
was willing to sell the two branches 
and not insist upon immediate pay- 
ment in full.

more than $1,700,000, according to 
the accounting filed in the Suffolk 

County Court.

$286,000, the estate, under the man- 
agement of the executors, has in- 
creased in value. ) 

Mr. Scott, who was a,member of

His 
wife, Virginia Scott, who resides in

Letter of Acceptance to Dr. Cadman 
Warns Against Intolerance. 


Calling attention to the timeliness 
of its work in connection with the 
Ford case, the National Conference 
of Jews and Christians, which is af- 
filiated with thirty-nine Jewish and 
Christian organizations in more than 
fifty cities, with headquarters at 289

“There are no standards on which 
men and women should be judged 
other than individual worth,’’ he 
went on. ‘This is doubly so when 
the question is political. It is omin- 
ous that at this time there are many 
in the country who are offending 
against this principle and only too 
often doing so by falsely cloaking 
their efforts under ‘Americanism’.’’ 

Colonel Roosevelt said that offend- 
ers should be frankly and courage- 
ously criticized, particularly by 
right-thinking members of their own 
faith.

PLAINTIFFS MUST PAY COSTS 


Full Bench Finds No ‘Qvidence of 
a Plot to Harm Mrs. Stetson 
and Her Followers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, July 12.—The full bench 
of the Supreme Court today dis- 
missed with costs the bill in equity 
brought by William H. Taylor and 
Nellie G. Taylor, his wife, of New 
York against the Christian Science 
Church for having removed their 
names from the church’s member- 
ship roll. 

The suit was against the Christian 
Science Mother Church of Boston 
and its Board of Directors, against 
the First Church of Christ Scientist 


Jof New York and its Board of Trus- 


tees, and Clifford P. Smith, former 
first reader of the Mother Church. 


Mr. and Mrs. Taylor sought to be 
restored to full membership in both 
churckes and-to have full retraction 
of ali ch made within the 
church against them and of the al- 
leged discipline which they alleged 
caused them “ignominy and obloquy 
before the public.’’ 

The two plaintiffs were charges in 
effect with having accepted the doc- 
trines of Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson, 
former head of the branch church in 
New York, and held to be contrary 
to the teachings of the late Mary 
Baker G. Eddy. The plaintiffs, on 
the other hand, charged that the 
Mother Church and the branch 
church acted in bad faith in a con- 
spiracy to injure Mrs. Stetson and 
her followers. 


Rules Against Conspiracy Plea. 

The case went to the full bench by 
the petitioners’ appeals from the sus- 
taining of various demurrers of the 


respondents by a single Judge of the 
Supreme Court. The f full bench de- 
cided that the demurrers were right- 
ly sustained, —— 

“We perceive in the allegations of 
fact in the bill no sufficient state- 
ment which, if present, would war- 
rant a conclusion of fact that the 
Mother Church in the action of its 
Board of Directors and the branch 
church in the action of its trustees;

Tt 
is. unnecessary discuss other 
unds of demurrer.

|} SENSE OF HUMOR IS URGED 


San Francisco Delegate Says the 
Banking Business Needs to “Get 
Rid of the High Hat.”

DETROIT, July 12.—The American 
Institute of Banking settled down to 
business today after several ad- 
dresses in which public service was 
stressed as a paramount function of 
banks and bankers, and the more 
than 2,000 delegates divided into 
numerous groups for technical dis- 
cussions gf activities and problems 
of their business. 

“Get rid of ‘the high hat,’ and 
smile or laugh a bit,“ James A. 
Bacigalupi, President of the Bank of 


Italy of San Francisco, one of the 
greatest of the country’s branch 

nking institutions, having 282 
banking offices, admonished his col- 
leagues, who for years have been 
rudely caricatured as an austere and 
stiff-backed set. 

‘Banks do not create anything; 
they are simply the instruments or 
tools that are used by the men of in- 
dustry and commerce to help them 
to produce and distribute their goods 
among the people,””’ H. H. McKee, 
President of the National Commer- 
cial Bank of Washington, D. C., 
asked his auditors to remember. 

Mr. McKee’s remarks came in the 
course of a dissertation on the 
amendments made at the last session 
of Congress to the National Bank act 
and the Federal Reserve act, and 
providing for the continued existence 
of those systems. 

The amendments of the McFadden 
act and its technicalities were ex- 
crewing by the speaker. In this leg- 

lation Mr. McKee saw the way open 
for the national banking system to 
keep apace with development of 
American industry and commerce, 
something that had not been true for 
several years 

Mr. Bacigalupi’s address was the 
feature of the first business session 
of the convention, held in Masonic 
Temple. It followed greeti to the 
delegates from Mayor John W. Smith 
and Melvin A. Traylor, President of 
the American Bankers’ Association; 
an address by Paul B. Detwiler, 
President of the institute, and re- 
ports by the institute’s educational 
director, — * I. Miller, and the 
Secretary, Richard W. Hill.

motion picture producers to market 
their product at wholesale prices. 
The contention is advanced that not 
merely Famous- ers as the cor- 
poration is familiarly known, but all

be seriously affected by the result of 


such a suit. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
directors of the ramount-Famous- 
Lasky Corporation met on Monday 
and discussed the decision of the 
commission.

We are 
glad to find that, after the commis- 
sion’s — investi gation begun 
in 1921 and bu recente completed, 
the only existing business practice of 
this corporation to which its order 
purports to apply is the sales method 
of offering pictures in groups, re- 
ferred to by the commission as ‘block 
booking.’ This is the offering of a 
number of pictures as a unit. [t is 
also the offering of a number of pic- 
tures for an aggregate price su n- 
tially less than the combined prices 
for various pictures in the group if 
purchased separately. 


Says Sales Method Is Universal. 


‘In other words, it is the offering 
of a group of pictures at a wholesale 
price below the retail price of single 
———— It does not prevent exhibi- 

rs purchasing pictures singly. The 
average advance upon the price of 
single pictures as against the block 
oe rice of such pictures is oniy about 

per cent. This sales method is not 
peculiar to our conipany, but is al- 
most universal in the industry. [t will 
thus be seen that the commission's 
order, if sustained by the courts, 
will present a question which will 
have to be dealt with not alone by 
the Paramount Company, but by tne 
entire motion picture industry. 
Therefore, no change in our existing 
sales —— is contemplated at the 


present. 

‘The Commission’s order does not 
attempt to interfere with the owner- 
ship and operation of the existing 
theatre holdings of the Paramount 
Com y, known as the ‘Publix Cir- 
cuit,’ nor with any additions thereto 
which may be made in the normal 
development and expansion of our 
business in the future.’ 

The order of the Trade Commission 

ve the r ndents, Mr. Zukor, 

esse L. Las and the Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation (as it 
then was), sixty days in which to 
comply with the order and file a re- 
port as to the method by which com- 
pliance was being made. The order 
directed the respondents to desist 
from ‘“‘leasing or offering to lease 
for exhibition motion picture films 
in a block or group of two or more 
films at a designated lump sum price 
for the entire block or group only, 
and uiring the exhibitor to lease 
all su films or be permitted to 
lease none.’’ There were several va- 
riations of this part of the order de- 
signed to meet different conditions 
by which, the Commission held, the 
exhibitor was denied a freedom of 
choice in the selection of films for 
exhibition. 


View of the Film Industry. 


In the film industry generally the 
contention is advanced that a great 
many exhibitors would be seriously 
embarrassed if the order of the com- 
mission e effective, especially 
if the change from the present sys- 
tem was made suddenly. It is as- 
serted that these exhibitors would 
have neither the time nor the dispo- 
sition to buy films on an individual 
basis. Independent producers and 
exhibitors do not agree that such is 
the case. 

M. E. Comerford, a director of 
the Motion Picture Theatre Own- 
ers of America, announced yester- 
day through The Associated Press 
that the Administrative Committee 
of that organization had been called 
to meet on July 19 to discuss the sit- 
uation.~ R. Woodhull, President 
of the o ization, said: 

“Tf it (the ruling) is made ~~ 
tive within sixty days or later by 
virtue of the decision being upheld 
by the courts, many new methods 
of selling on behalf” of the distrib- 
utors will have to be worked out.”’

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A WASTED HEARING. 

Why Mr..UNTERMYER should have 
subpoenaed ex-Mayor HYLAN at all, 
to give testimony before the Transit 
Commission; is inexplicable. He 
certainly could not have wished to 
stage a reproduction of the play, 
“The Biter Bit,” with himself as 
chief sufferer. Nor could he have 
expected to get either decent man- 
ners or information out of Mr. 
EIYLAN. The latter’s display was like 
the renewal of an old pain which 
the city thought it had well got rid 
of. But why force the demonstra- 
tion upon us? 

That the former Mayor, himself 
an ex-Judge, would bear himself 
like a longshoreman was known be- 
forehand. If he exhibited an abys- 
mal ignorance of what had been 
done about subways under his own 
Administration. and betrayed the 
fact that he knew less than a child 
about their finances and operation, 
there was neither surprise nor news 
in that. As for aiding the transit 
inquiry in even the slightest degree, 
the hearing given up to him was 
pure waste. It should have been 
perfectly understood in advance that 
he is a man incurably inclined to 
“denature” all facts, as the French 
say, and to “make a mess and call 
it law.” Beyond that, his appear- 
ance as a witness did nothing except 
to give to the people of this city 
what LioyD GEORGE calls “that 
cross-Channel feeling,” which they 
cannot escape when they think of 
having had sueh a man as Mayor 
for eight years. 


MORE “COOLIDGE LUCK.” 

The St. Paul McNary-Haugenite 
powwow which calls itself the 
Northwest Agricultural Conference 
is an emanation of the ambitiously 
named American Council of Agricul- 
ture, which is mainly composed of 
delegates of farm associations in 
half a dozen States. Remembering 
NAPOLEON and the forty centuries 
peeking from the pyramids, Repre- 
sentative DICKINSON of Iowa identi- 
fied a part with the whole: “ Forty 
“million farmers are watching the 
“result of this conference,” His fig- 
ures are somewhat fattened, but 
exactness is not expected of a poet. 
In particular it is pleasant to think 
of the, say, 10,000,000 of rural popu- 
lation under 10 years of age hanging 
breathlessly on the result in resolu- 
tions at St. Paul. : 

An immense number of farmers 
belong to no farm organization, and 
farm organizations differ widely 
among themselves. The pretense of 
unanimity, of a common agricultural 
interest in and agreement. with the 
views of the “ advanced” farm bioc 
leaders, tends to make thém a little 
absurd. Some of the Republicans at 
St. Paul seem to be animated largely 
by personal hostility to Mr. COOLIDGE. 
Representative DICKINSON, for in- 
stance, is an earnest Lowdenite. Mr. 
LOWDEN will hardly be cheered by 
these excesses of zeal. To make 
things easier for Mr. COOLIDGE, a 
partisan slant was given to the show 
by the presence of Democratic 
statesmen, Senator-elect BARKLEY of 
Kentucky and the ever-judicious 
CARATS. ——

means the McNary-Haugen bill. It 
may be said that all this big talk is 
for effect on Mr. COOLIDGE; but he 
may have grounds for believing that 
“the farmers” are a good deal more 
moderate than some of their alleged 
“ representatives.” It is his part to 
satisfy the Republican farmers as 
far as he can, though he may not be 
without hope that Nature and crop 
prices will be Republican until after 
the next election. In spite of the 
ferocity of the McNary-Haugen Die- 
hards, some more reasonable bill 
may be patched up and put through, 
and the Republican farmers get the 
panacea of protection for agricul- 
tural industry. We should like to 
see the Midwestern farmers “ revolt- 
ing” against the tariff that fell from 
heaven, but there have been too 
many false alarms. Give the dis- 
tressed farmer his share of the 
“ benefits ” and his “ revolt,” usually 
of the lowest visibility, will subside. 

The St. Paul performance doesn’t 
amount to much; but in so far is it 
is a manifestation of acute anti- 
Calvinism, it is more likely to help 
Mr. COOLIDGE than to hurt him. 


NO NAVAL COMPETITION. 
If the outlook for a naval agree- 


mainly because the Governments of 
England and the United States, and 
the people behind those Govern- 
ments, are sounder in their feeling 
and stronger in their influence than 
the military technicians. Both from 
London and Washington have come 
appeals for friendly concessions at 
Geneva. There can be no question 
of the sincerity of the British For- 
eign Minister, Sir AUSTEN CHAM- 
BERLAIN, when he said in the House 
of Commons that a competition of 
navies between Great Britain and 
the United States is inconceivable, 
because war between them is still 
more inconceivable. In a happy 
phrase, he stated his belief that war 
is already “ outlawed in the hearts ” 
of the people of the two nations. 
There is evidence that Washington 
shares this sentiment and has been 
directing our delegates at Geneva to 
move in the direction of conciliation. 
This does not mean that the tech- 
nical naval difficulties—and they 
are genuine enough—in the way of 
a treaty are yet got over. Perhaps 
they cannot be fully. Each Power 
reasonably contends that it must be 
the judge of its own naval “ needs.” 
When our experts ask the British 
to agree to a total cruiser strength 
of 300,000 tons, the reply is that 
England cannot get along without 
a higher figure. When the British, 
in their turn, ask our navy authori- 
ties to build cruisers of 7,500 tons 
instead of 10,000 tons, the Amer- 
icans point out that, lacking naval 
bases and coaling stations as this 
country does, cruisers of greater 
capacity and larger sailing radius 
are absolutely indispensable to our 
navy. The task of Geneva is to 
reconcile, if possible, these conflict- 
ing “needs.” There is no lack of 
good-will.: There is a sincere effor 
to come to an agreement covering 
some kind of limitation of naval 
armament. But it is plain that if 
a thing is to be done it must be 
taken out of the hands of the pro- 
fessional experts on both sides. 

They are standing up for their 
own with proper zeal, but could 
never by themselves agree what 
should be done by their civilian Gov- 
ernments. The latter will, in the 
end, have to assert control. Lord 
SALISBURY once said that if he were 
to listen to all that his military ad- 
visers told him, he would have to 
consider placing a garrison in the 
planet Mars in order to defend the 
British Empire. Both the British 
Admiralty and the American Navy 
Department will have to yield some- 
thing if there is to be a satisfac- 
tory issue of the Geneva conference. 
Pressure put upon them by their 
respective Governments will really 
be a pressure exerted by the desire 
of the peoples of the two co.ztries.

AIDING COMMERCIAL AVIATION. 


- Colonel LINDBERGH will soon take 
to the air for a missionary journey 
thfough the Union in behalf of air- 
ports and commercial flying. Com- 
mander ByrD is on his way home 
after expressing the belief that com- 
mercial cross-sea transport will be a 
fact within ten years. What contri- 
bution to that end has been made by 
the three non-step. transatlantic 
flights and by the passage from the 
Coast to Hawaii? It is generally 
agreed that the necessary airplane 
engine has been found, from the 
point of view of trustworthiness if 
not of sufficient power for commer- 
cial navigation. It has been shown 
that the perils of the sea in the form 
of fog and storm may be sur- 
mounted. Favorable winds to rein- 
force engine service may be found 
by. climbing to the necessary alti- 
tude. Navigation by radio was 
proved practicable, at least in part, 
on the Byrd flight. But perhaps the 
chief gain of all is the enormous 
popular interest aroused by LiIND- 
BERGH and his successors. 

On the minus side is one factor 
dramatically emphasized by BYRD’s 
experience—the problem of landing. 
The Atlantic was regarded as the 

most perilous section of the journey. 
Sut there te now good.reasos for as- 
suming’ that it is the safest. The 
greater danger lies at the beginning 
of the trip, when the load is heaviest, 
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planes must leave on time and fly in 
any weather. Commercial airplanes 
must not only get to Europe, but 
must get back; and about the second 
leg of the voyage even the pioneers 
are yet doubtful. The meteorologists 
estimate that the westward passage 
is more difficult by 50 per cent. 

It is no paradox to say that the 
problem of commercial flying across 
the seas will probably be solved on 
land. On the sea it is still a hazard. 
On land the airplane has attained 
the regularity and safety which en- 
title it to be regarded as “ commer- 
cial.” Our own air mail, the British 
Imperial Airways and the German 
Lufthansa have covered many mil- 
lions of miles on schedule. They 
are not commercial in the strictest 
sense, since Imperial Airways and 
Lufthansa are both subsidized, and 
the rates of air postage in this coun- 
try are not competitive. For the mo- 
ment it is the factors of regularity 
and dependability that are empha- 
sized. If transoceanic aviation is to 
attain the land standard, it would 
seem to require stop-over stations. 
Transatlantic flying need not be non- 
stop flying; that may come later. 
Nor is it necessary to wait for the 
mid-ocean flying fields that Colonel 
LINDBERGH asks for. A regular ser- 
vice from New York to Paris, with 
stops at Newfoundland and the 
Azores or Bermuda and the Azores, 
may be the logical approach to the 
non-stop ideal. 


MEDDLING WITH THE WEST SIDE. 


It is to be hoped that the decision 
to evict the dance hall from River- 
side Drive means that there will be 
ne change in the present laws keep- 
ing stores and business places off 
that street. It is one of the finest 
residential streets in the city. Inci- 
dentally, it is a monument to the 
short-sightedness of the early city 
planners, as it shows what might 
and should have been done with 
river fronts elsewhere in the city. 
It is true that the bluffs which 
line the Drive are a great natural 
advantage to it. But there are other 
sections of the city on the east as 
well as the west side which orig- 
inally offered many of the same 
benefits of location. 

To permit stores and offices on 
the Drive would be to alter its char- 
acter. Time was when Fifth Avenue 
was regarded as the most desirable 
and fashionable residential district. 
But the invasion of stores and of- 
fices, once begun, rapidly drove out 
the private houses. Now below 
Fifty-ninth Street it is almost ex- 
clusively given over to business. 
Earlier a similar transformation had 
occurred on lower Broadway, and 
still earlier along the Bouwerie. 
What has happened in the past will 
happen on Riverside Drive if the 
bars are let down. An interesting 
study of the retail shopping districts 
by the Regional Plan of New York 
and Its Environs establishes the 
principle that the best retail mer- 
chants have the economic power to 
capture practically any site outside 
of the financial district which they 
deem desirable. Only the zoning 
regulations interfere with the move- 
ment of the retail trade in replacing 
even the finest residential districts. 
Residents of the west side who 
are disturbed by the danger of an 
invasion by shops are also alarmed 
at the proposal to widen West End 
Avenue. This is essentially a resi- 
dential street, which has had the 
rare attraction of trees and occa- 
sional spots of lawn. Recently came 
an order to the property owners 
along West End Avenue to remove 
the trees and other “ obstructions.” 
Although some have complied others 
have protested, claiming that this 
order is of material damage to the 
property along the avenue. This 
plan, like the proposal to open the 
Drive to stores, is in a sense an in- 
vasion of a home district. If it is 
carried out, it will tend to change 
the nature of the surroundings. No 
one denies the need of wider streets 
to carry the ever-growing north 
and south bound traffic, but the 
residents naturally object to the 
concentration of such traffic on 
residential streets.

What part of it is fiction, what fact, 
remains to be proved; but there is 
no doubt that STEPHENSON used to 
rule the roost in Indiana politics, 
and the Klan was the power be- 
hind him. 

It was a dark day in American 
political history when the forces 
represented by STEPHENSON and his 
cronies in public office throttled a 
great State and misrepresented its 
citizenship. But they fell out, and 
it begins to appear that the old 
adage is coming true again. 


STONE MOUNTAIN AGAIN. 

As the time of expiration of the 
Stone Mountain Memorial Associa- 
tion’s deed draws near words as 
hard as flints are flying about. The 
Legislature of Georgia is busy with 
a bill to make certain changes in 
the ownership of the mountain and 
the plan of the memorial. The 
latest news is that the measure has 
been referred to a special committee. 
Ever since the dismissal of GUTZON 
BORGLUM certain citizens of the State 
have been hot after those consid- 
ered responsible for his removal. 
Apparently everybody has suddenly 
waked up to the fact that all but 
ten months of the twelve years 
allowed for the completion of the 
memorial have elapsed. 

In The Columbus Enquirer-Sun 
is an account of the present situa- 
tion. The original owners, the 
Venable family, were persuaded by 
the Daughters of the Confederacy 
to deed the mountain to the associa- 
tion for twelve years for the pur- 
pose of carving huge figures of the 
heroes of the Confederacy in the 
rock. Mr. BORGLUM, commissioned 
to do the work, had made consider- 
able progress when he was ousted. 
Meantime another man plans to al- 
ter the entire scheme, and there has 
been a great clearing away of the 
“crust” of the mountain. This, ac- 
cording to Mr. SAM H. VENABLE, 
who naturally has an interest in 
following the thing up, will leave 
the mountain “as bare as it was 
“when we deeded the property to 
“the association.” 

It will revert to his family, he 
says, under the terms of the deed 
made almost twelve years ago, if 
the work is not finished before next 
April. He has made his interest 
over to the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, so that they may continue 
their original plan. This generous 
scheme might have worked smooth- 
ly but for the bill before the Leg- 
islature. It proposes condemning a 
portion of Stone Mountain. This 
would take it out of the hands of 
the VENABLES and consequently cut 
off the Daughters from further 
work with it. 

Mr. JULIAN Harris of The En- 
quirer-Sun calls this “one of the 
“most brazen and impudent propo- 
“sitions of recent years.” Mr. ED- 
WARD SHORTER, an artist, combines 
opinion of the bill with a descrip- 
tion of the present sculptor’s design : 

A tangle of horses’ legs, waving 
headgear and stilted figures, obvi- 
ously, too obviously, posed for the 
occasion; this is the present design 
with which the coterie of selfish 
politicians and shysters, consider- 
ing only their own self-aggrandize- 
ment and who seem to dominate 
the association, are supplanting ar- 
bitrarily in place of Mr. BorGLum’s 
dignified conception. 

Chisels of the sculptors have been 
idle for over a year, but clearly

THE EARTHQUAKE IN PALESTINE. 

That earthquakes were not un- 
usual in Palestine in ancient times 
is shown. by the Scripture refer- 
ences, both historical and figurative, 
to them. The cleaving asunder of 
the ground and the swallowing up 
of KORAH and his company are no 
doubt the memory of a fissure made 
by a heavy shock on the farther side 
of the Jordan where the earthquake 
that has just been reported has been 
most severe. ELIJAH heard the thun- 
derous voice of an earthquake on the 
edge of the desert where ALLENBY'S 
guns roared centuries later. The 
earthquake in the reign of King 
UZzIAH is specifically mentioned by 
two of the ancient prophets, and a 
quaking of the earth is made coin- 
cident with the rolling away of the 
stone from the door of the tomb 





speaks of the ancient earthquakes 
in Crete as the bellowing of the 
Minoan bulls. This quake has been 
as the bellowing of the bulls of Ba- 
shan that have been. heard even 
in Jerusalem. 

The ancient Greeks made expia- 
tory sacrifices fo the great “ Earth- 
shaker” and the Israelites looked 
upon an earthquake as a sign of 
divine displeasure. But science now 
knows that tLe disturbance is the 
result of a natural readjustment of 
the crust of the earth, and charity 
knows that it must aid those who 
have suffered by reason of this “ act 
of Gop.” The Hebrew University 
and the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
chre, the residence of the High Com- 
missicner and the monastery in Ain 
Karim, alike felt the terrifying and 
destructive tremor along with the 
homes of the Arabs this side of the 
Jordan and beyond. Only such as 
dwelt in the black tents of KEDAR in 
the open could have escaped the de- 
struction that wasted the villages 
up and down the valley, which lies 
more than 4 thousand feet below 
sea level. 

This land i: the rightful concern 
of the whole Western world—of 
Christian, Jew and Moslem alike— 
and this is an occasion for all to 
unite in the demonstration of their 
common devotion to this little plot 
of earth which should be kept as 
a joint spiritual reservation.

Dakota have been staging a revival 
of the historic West, or emphasizing 
a West that is slipping into history. 
Indian initiations, rodeos with buck- 
ing mustangs and ‘‘chaps,’’ and only 
the other day a pony express relay 
held up by ‘‘bandits’’ and rescu2d by 
a sheriff’s ‘‘posse’’—this may be the 
Wild West, but it is not the West 
that has gone wild over McNary- 
Haugen and a sense of its own 
wrongs. 

The appeal of Buffalo Bill Land is 
strongest to the inhabitants of the 
Eastern seaboard and probably 
weakest to the farmers who have 
carved their holdings out of the 
former tenure of the Indian, the 
cowboy and the road agent. It is not 
unlikely that fewer inhabitants of 
Iowa have ever witnessed a rodeo 
than inhabitants of Manhattan 
Island—in Madison Square Garden. 
The cattlemen and the sheepmen are 
in retreat, not before urban civiliza- 
tion, but before the farmer’s fences. 
The pony express carries more ro- 
mance for the New York film patron 
than it does for the Western farmer, 
who much prefers rural free delivery. 
The cowboy means little in the life 
of the agriculturist who is worrying 
about instalments on his automobile.

an amendment to the 
Immigration law so as to let down 
thebars to permit the entry of more 
domestic servants. But is that where 
the chief trouble lies? Not in the 
view of the Department of Labor. 
According to its Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the real difficulty seems 
to be that both native and foreign- 
born prefer other ways of making a 
living. 

To any one who has studied the 
statistics that conclusion is inevi- 
table. Despite the steady stream of 
immigrant domestic workers during 
the decade before 1920, the total 
number of foreign-born domestic ser- 
vants in this country kept dwindling. 
The regular hours and larger free- 
dom offered by industry made as 
strong an appeal to them as it did to 
the native-born. Another thing that 
casts doubt on the blameworthiness 
of the Immigration law is the fact 
that “‘there has been no important 
decrease in the immigration of alien 
females belonging to the races from 
which domestic servants have been 
chiefly drawn.’’ 


FAULTS OF THE MOVIES. 


Scenes Laid in Other Countries Are 
Said to Be Inaccurate. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The comments made by M. J. 
Murphy on the slow progress made 
by the motion-picture industry de- 
serve applause from those who see 
that industry as a field for better 
artistic development. 

The progress made in that “‘art’’ 
has been rather insignificant, out- 
side of photographic tricks. The pro- 
ducing companies seem to make very 
little effort toward th; development 
of its artistic possibilities. The appeal 
to the narrow-minded movie fan 
seems to be their only aim. As a 
result most of the motion pictures 
nowadays are composed of childish 
yarns, vulgar scenes and depraved 
titles. 

Foreigners and traveled persons see 
the need for more information in the 
making of scenes of foreign countries 
and foreign people. The idea of ridi- 
culing other nationalities and show- 
ing only their faults is very irritat- 
ing. It not only creates a bitter feel- 
ing abroad toward this country but 
also becomes partly responsible for 
the erroneous idea that the average 
American has of the rest of the 
world. 

Yesterday I saw a motion picture 
supposed to show scenes of Brazil. It 
is a brand-new picture, of a repu- 
table make and directed by Charles 
Brabin. Once more Brazil was shown 
on the screen as a Spanish-like col- 
ony, semi-civilized and disgraced by 
poverty and fevers.

NEWARK ALL-YEAR SCHOOLS 


Advance More Rapidly. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial entitled “The Long 
Vacation” presented very sensible 
arguments for all-year schools. In 
Newark we know that your reason- 
ing on this matter is sound, for we 
have operated such schools here for 
more than a dozen years. Not only 
do our schools keep little ones off the 
streets, aid the home in caring for 
children, and make profitable use 
of available buildings and teacher 
energy during the Summer months, 
but they enable pupils to advance 
through the grades more rapidly. 
Consequently, our children are car- 
ried to a higher educational level, 
retardation is practically eliminated, 
and the number of graduates is 
doubled. Because the rate of assimi- 
lation in congested areas is quick- 
ened by this continuous educational 
process we have found the all-year 
schools to be of inestimable value. 

I should add that we make no dis- 
tinction between the work of the 
Summer months and that of the 
other months. The school day is just 
as long and the studies are the same 
as at any other time. The July and 
August session is part of a regular 
school term. It is not something that 
is just “tacked on,’’ as is the case 
with most Summer school courses. 
The year is divided-into four terms 
of three months each. A child may 
do a third of a ten-month year’s 
work each term—that is, a third of 
what is done in a year in a ten- 
month school. 

Therefore, a year’s work (of the 


pleted in nine months (instead of 
ten). In twelve months a pupil may 
finish one and one-third year’s work 
(of the ten-month school course). 
Opportunity is thus given to save 
two years in completing the elemen- 
tary school course. A child who 
would ordinarily require eight years 
may finish in six, one who would 
need nine years may do the work in 
seven, and one who would need ten 
years in a ten-month school can com- 
plete the course in eight years in an 
all-year school. 

It would pay New Yorkers to study 
the Newark plan. The all-year school 
is a very practical solution of the 
educational and social problem in 
centres of dense population.

In your cable story of the $10 be- 
ing offered for the stamps from the 
Byrd mail permit me to say that 
your correspondent didn’t get the 
matter exactly right. I am considered 
the dealer who started the collecting 
of mail carried through the air and 
perhaps you may wish to know that 
the stamps have nothing whatever to 
do with the value of the cover, as 








the postmarks count. 
I think it should also be noted that 


Commander Byrd carried no mail for 
stamp collectors. I have his own let- 
ter here in which he says that the 
only mail being carried is for Gover- 
nors, Mayors, consulates, &c. I am 
sure that the French Postoffice 
would not permit these letters to be 
sold at any price. The stamps that 
were soaked from these letters 
would, of course, have no value to 
any stamp collector, as they would be 
too easily faked. 

I have probably spent $100,000 for 
airmail stamps and covers, but I 
wouldn’t give 5 cents for one such as 
described in the cable.

Services were conducted by the 
Rev. Dr. Walter A. A. Gardner of 
the Chapel of St. John the Divine, 
Mount: Vernon. A blind organist, 
Geor G. Walters, ateacher at 
The thouse, played during the 
services. 

Dr. Gardner had come to the 
funeral in tribute to Mr. Scandlin, 
whom. he had first met when he was 
chaplain of the Port of New York, 
and when called upon acted as sub- 
stitute sor the mi r who was ex- 
pected to officiate but was unavoid- 
ably detained. 

As there are a number of book- 
shops on East Fifty-ninth Street, a 
prayer book was: hastily obtained.

Referee Rules 
Legal Heir of the Late Alvin 
Lake, Cotton Broker. 


DENOUNCES TEXAS DECREE 


Evidence Shows Conspiracy, Says 
“Decision—Sympathy Expressed 
for the Second Wife. 


Because of a fraudulent divorce ob- 
tained by Alvin Lake, member of the 
cotton brokerage firm of Lake Broth- 
ers, who died in July, 1925, alll 
rights to his estate were denied to his 
second wife and his first wife was 
declared to be the legal heir, in a de- 
cision by Referee Frank C. Laughlin, 
former Justice of the Appellate Divi- 
sion, announced yesterday. 

The decision denounces Lake for 
having victimized both wives and for 
having perpetrated a fraud on : the 
Texas courts, and reveals a cleverly 
contrived conspiracy on the part of 
Lake by which he took unfair, ad- 
vantage of the divorce laws of that 
State. The divorced wife is Mrs. 
Madelyn Watson Lake, whom Lake 
married in St. Louis in 1899. His 
second wife, Mrs. Virginia Spring 
Lake, he married in 1924. 

“Tt would be difficult to conceive a 
more fragrant case of fraud on the 
part of a husband in attempting to 
obtain and in obtaining in form a 
divorce from an invalid wife,’’ said 
the decision. “His wife’s lungs be- 
came affected a few years after their 
marriage while they were living in 
the State of Tennessee, and under 
the advice of physicians he had’ his 
wife sent to the State of Texas for

The short affidavit of Detective 
William Jordan accused the suspect 
of only dne of the two murders he 
is alleged to have committed. It set 
forth that on July 9 Lee clew Mrs. 
Alfred Bennett, 56 years old, with 
an axe in the cellar of the rooming 
house at 28 Prospect Place, Brooklyn. 

No charge on the second crime was 
laid against Lee. This was the mur- 
der of Miss Sarah Elizabeth Brown- 
ell, 70 years old, a half-blind seam- 
stress, who bought the house from 
Mrs. Bennett and who was choked 
into unconsciousness and then killed 
with an axe on the night of the 
Fourth of July. Lee will be formally 
charged with this crime later, said 
detectives. Mrs. Bennett, they said, 
was stabbed and bludgeoned.

Dr. Tilney, Studying the Brain, 
Finds “Property” Began in 
Cave Seizures Aeons Ago.

But Asserts Our Instincts Are, Same 
as the Neanderthal: Man’s—Use 
of Hands Shows Progress. 





The basis of private property’ and 
of morality was laid hundreds of 
thousands or millions of years ago 
when our ancestors, ferocious brutes, 
seized the caves, drove ‘the other 
animals out and stood, at the en- 
trance guarding their’ home and 
their young, according to a study of 
the evolution of the human brain 
which has been made by. Dr. Fred- 
erick Tilney at the request of Prof. 
Henry’ Fairfield-Osborn of the Amer 
ican Museum of Natural History. . 

‘In driving other giant beasts of 
prey out of the caves and holdin 
them as personal property agains 
the world the ape forefathers ‘of the 
human race ve a tremendous im- 
petus,”’ Dr. Tilney said, “‘to man’s 
possessive sense, and laid the foun- 
dation for all those laws of posses- 
sion which form the central core of 
our entire moral code.” 

Dr. Tiney is attending physician 
at the Neurological: Institute, and 
Professor of Neurology of Columbia 
University. His comparative study 
of the -brains. of apes and men, an 
of the skulls of prehistoric types o 
both, has covered many years. A 
summary of his conclusions is given 
in the current issue of the Archives 
of Neurolocy and Psychiatry of the 
American Medical Association. 


Instincts Date From Ancient Stage 


Development of the instincts which 
Specially. mark the 
ily. occurred during - the 
sands of years while our ancestors 
were evolving from the ape to the 
Neanderthal man. In spite of his 
semi-apish appearance, the Neander- 
thal man had all the fundamental 
human instincts. * far as instincts 
are concerned, the

URGES ROAD'S TRANSFER 


Banker Tells Commerce Board How 
Receivership Occurred—Bondhold- 
ers Attack His Testimony.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The re- 
lationship of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. with 
the events that led up to the receiv- 
ership of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railroad and an explana- 
tion of some of the principal fea- 
tures of the plan by which the sys- 
tem was reorganized marked testi- 
mony before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today by Jerome 
J. Hanauer, a member of the New 
York banking firm. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co., with the Na- 
tional City Company of New York, 
bought the road at public auction at 
Butte, Mont., in November. 1926, for 
$140,000,000 and now propose to ter- 
minate the receivership by turning 
the property over to the newly 
formed Chicago, Milwaukee & Pa- 
cific Railroad Company. That is 
the object of the pending proceed- 
ings before the commission, which 
are being conducted by Charles D. 
Mahaffie of the commission’s finance 


division.

Hanauer testified, forced the road 
into the receivership. He said that 
if the application to transfer the 
road to the new Pacific company 
were approved by the commission 
the system would eventually be 
placed upon its feet. 


Plans to Repay Government. 


Questioning by Colonel Henry W. 
Anderson, counsel for the Jameson 
Bondholders’ Defense Committee, 
which is opposing the application, 
developed that if the plan under con- 
sideration is approved the new com- 
pany would at once discharge the 
Government loan of $55,000,000 by 
paying into the Treasury $52,000,000 
in cash and $38,000,000 in preferred 


stock, a proposal that has been ap- 
proved by Secretary Mellon. 

Mr. Hanauer stated that Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. had had associations with the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul road 
as far back as 1880. Its dealings with 
the road on a large scale began in 
1909, he said. Although the firm was 
not represented on the road’s board, 
it had given special attention to the 
sy-tem’s financial situation for many 
years and had engaged in refund- 
ing operations in connection with the 
Puget Sound extension in coopera- 
tion with the National City Bank and 
later with the National City Com- 


pany 

With the expiration of the period 
of Federal control in 1920, Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. began to feel concerned re- 
garding the situation of the road. 
which had applied to the firm for 
small loans. 

In December, 1924, those concerned 
reached the conclusion that there 
should be an investigation of the 
road's affairs by independent ex- 
perts. The firm of Coverdale & Col- 
pitts, consulting engineers, of New 
York, was engaged for the purpose. 

“Barly in 1925 we felt that we had 
until June 1 of that year to work out 
a voluntary adjustment,” the wit- 
ness said. ‘However, in a few da 
we learned from our counsel that 
Board of Directors of the road had 
been advised by W. W. Miller, its 
counsel, that if they knew they could 
not pay on June 1 the principal and 
interest on bonds coming due on that 
date, they had no right to attem mpt 
to meet bond obligations in April.’ 


Warning by Road’s Officers. 


This state of affairs, Mr. Hanauer 
said, meant immediate receivership, 


and notice to that effect was sent by 
road officers to security holders.

Controller Berry Says Three to 
Five Times Assessed Value 
Is Often Given. 


NAMES FIVE SCHOOL SITES 


Originally Vaiued at $156,300, They 
Actually Cost $563,081, He Asserts, 
Suggesting Inquiry. 


Controller Berry, in a statement 
sent to the Board of Estimate yes- 
terday, declared that it appeared 
from the record that it was not un- 
usual for the city to pay from three 
to five times the assessed valuation 
for parcels of real estate bought for 
municipa] purposes and particularly 
for public school sites. 

In support of his assertion the Con- 
troller named five sites selected for 
schools. Their total assessed valua- 
tion, when purchases were author- 
ized, amounted to $156,300, he said, 
but when fina] awards were made 
they cost the city $563,081.85. 

‘“This condition,’”’ the Controller 
declared, ‘‘warrants an investiga- 
tion.”” He recommended that the 
Secretary of the Board of Estimate 
and the Corporation Counsel jointly 
be directed to make an inquiry to 
ascertain whether a change was not 
desirable in present methods of ac- 
quiring city property and to report 
to the board the results of such in- 
quiry. 

The Controller further said it 
seemed that the city was either los- 
ing considerable tax income from a 
low valuation of real estate or that 
when it became necessary to acquire 
real estate for public purposes it paid 
more than ‘“‘a fair value.”’ 

‘ The five sites recently acquired by 
the city for school purposes, as 
named by the Controller, are: 

‘“‘A site on Eastern Boulevard, the 
Bronx, on which the assessed valua- 
tion was $26,000 and the final award 
$123,561.95. 

“‘A site on Mace Avenue, the Bronx, 
on which the assessed valuation was 
$9,800 and the final award $56,736.40. 


“A site at West New Brighton, 
Richmond, on which the assessed 
valuation was —F 900 and the final 
award $161,533 

A site at Firth and Gelston Ave- 
nues, Brooklyn, on which the as- 
sessed valuation was $50, and 
final award $136,550. 

A site on Coney Island Avenue, 
Brooklyn, on which the assessed val- 
uation was $30,000 and the final 
award $84,700.’’

STEAMSHIPS IN TONNAGE 


Lloyds Figares on Constraction 


Show That the New Type Is 
Leadin : for the First Time.

LONDON, July 12.—For the first 
time in marine history the tonnage 
of motor vessels being built in the 
world exceeds the steam tonnage, ac- 


cording to Lloyds shipbuilding re- 
turns for the quarter which ended 


June 30. The tonnage of ships to be 
fitted with internal combustion en- 
gines is 1,459,595, compared to 1,366,- 
809 for those to be fitted with steam 
engines. 

The figures include 84 motor ships 
of between 6,000 and 10,000 tons, 17 
between 10,000 and 15,000 tons, 9

Pose as Horse Trainers, Offer 
Race Tips, Take Money for 
Bets and Disappear. 


What appears to be something new 
in fraud schemes has resulted re- 
cently in complaints of losses rang- 
ing from $50 to $500 by persons who 
have advertised that they have 
apartments to. sublet for the Sum- 
mer. One novel angle of the 
scheme is that it places the victims 
in a position wherein many would 
hesitate to take action. The method 
of operation is: about the same in 
all cases complained about. This 
is how it worked in one case: 

Two men called to look at a Park 


Avenue apartment with a view to 
subleasing it. They agreed to take 
it for the. Summer "tor $1,000. They 
promised to call at the occupant’s 
office the next night and bring the 
money. The. two men gave their 
names as T. Marino and Warner 
and said they were trainers who had 
brought over a string of horses from 
France and Germany for races here. 
In this case the wife of the man 
who occupied the apartment asked 
the ‘‘trainers’’ if they:could not give 
her a d tip on some race. If 
she h not done so, according to 
the method followed in other cases, 
she or her husband would have been 
told that they could get good tips. 
The man calling himself Marino 
called at the husband’s office the 
following morning with a ‘‘good tip’’ 
and the husband gave him a check 
for $50 to bet on a race. That was 

the last he saw or heard of the men. 
In another instance $500 was given 
for a bet.
